AVIATOR DIXON KILLED 


Flew Here During Falr— Just Won Laurels 
In Crossing Rockles. 


Cromwell Dixon, the youngest avi- 
ator of the world, was 
week while waking a flight on the 
Montana State Fair Grounds. Young 
Dixon will be remembered here as the 
daring bird.man who made the suo- 
cessful flights on the Fair Grounds 
during the Fair this year.

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MAYOR SETS TRAP 


And Catches Would Be Briber—Detectives 
Hidden In Closet Get Evidence. 


Mayor Lewis P. Kniffen, of Wilkes- 
Barre, Pa., on Thursday caused the 
arrest ns the result of a trap, of Will- 
iam B. McGuire, a former deputy city 
treasorer, whom he oharges with at- 
tempting to bribe. him with $4000 in | 
cash and $25,000 in tne bunde of the 
Wilkes-Barre Light Company, to sign 
au ordivance grauting the company a 
seventy five year frauchise. 

The trap was set in the private of- 
fice of the Mayor by having city De- 
teotive D. O. Schneider and George 
W. Williams, a newspaper man, be- 
ing hidden in a closet in the office. 
There they heard, both Thursday 
morning and afternoon, the conversa- 
tiov of the Mayor and MoGuire and 
upon the given signal, when the mon- 
ey and bonds were placed on the May- 
Or's desk, they sprang out and seized 
MoGuire, 

A short time after, the Wilkes-Barre 
Light Company seonred from the 
Olty Councils an ordinance granting 
it a franchise for seventy five years in 
the oity. This ordinance waa sent to 
the Mayor for his signature, 

Pressure On Mayor. 

A few days ago it became known 
tbat the city's chief executive would 
return it to the Common Council with 
a veto Sinoe then the Mayor said he 
das been ap ched ig many ways to 
influence him dud he soon saw that 
an effort would be made to bribe him. 
He they resolved to lay the trap, and 
Thursday morning when he had an 
appointment with McGuire he hid De- 
tectives Sohneider and Williamm. 

Mayor Kniffer was more anxious to 
catch sume official of the company, if 
implicated, or some one more promi- 
nently interested in promoting 1t than 
McGuire, if possible, and he proposed 
that some one high in authority in 
the compauy make any offer that was 
to be made. McGuire insisted, how- 
ever, the Mayor says, in doirg it all 
himself. olaiming he would get $2500 
if he secured the Mayor's signature. 

The Mayor agreed. and McGuire 
sald it would take until three in the 
afternoon tò raise the money. 

Bhortly before that hoor Williams 
and Detective Schneider were again 
hidden in the cl:set. They remained 
there until Mayor Kniffen gave the 
prearranged signal after the money 
and the bonds had been placed on bis 
desk. This was the signal sen- 
tence :— .

land Previous investigations, in- 
cluding one just made in the vicinity 
of Poolesville, Moutgomery Oouuty, 
have been conducted direct from 
Washington. Tue demands upon the 
engineers of the service have beeu so 
great that it has not been possible un- 
til now to make a district out of 
Maryland. 


Many Seek Information. 


O. G. Elliott, chief of drainage in- 
vestigations, Department of Agrioul- 
ture, said that he isantivipating with 
considerable interest the resulte to aa 
crue from the establishment of perma- 
neut headquarters in Maryland. There 
are now on file in his office a nu nber 
of applications from farmers on the 
Eastern Shore seeking advioe and sid 
in dimining wet lands. Engineer Has 
well will call personally on these ap- 
plicants, look over their projects, 
muke surveys and estimate the cost of 
scientifically draining their farma. 

It is estimated there are 190,000 
acres of swamp land iu Maryland that 
oan be reclaimed by scientific drain. 
age or through the use of dekes, Be- 
fore there can he any large drainage 
process carried out in Maryland, how- 
ever, it is claimed bv Government ex- 
perts, that it will be necessary for the 
Maryland legislaturo to remodel ex. 
isting drainage laws. 

Virginia and South Carolina passed 
new drainage law? laat winter. Geor 
gia, during the past summer, enacted 
the samé kind of a law. North Caro. 
lina enacted its new drainage law 
about two years ago aud splendid re- 
sults have followed. The hope is ex 
pressed that Maryland will follow suit 
and pass an cp-to date draiuage law, 
under which large co-operative proj- 
ects may be considered and begun. 

Would Change Dralnage Laws 

In the opinion of Federal excarts 
the present drainage laws of Maryland 
are archaic, though correct in primary 
What is wanted, it is de- 
|clared, is a new law which will grant 
the farmers and others who wunt to 
organize drainage districts the right 
| to cunstract drainage works under a 
distribution of the cost among them 
selves and to issue bonds under proper 
jregulations. Under tne vew and up- 
to-date Vi ginia Drainage law euch 
[co-operation has been possible, and 
under it the drainage investigation 
brauch of tne Department of Agricul- 
ture nas just completed a survey of 
some 20,000 acres, known as the Ohick- 
ahominy Swamp, and organized it in- 
ton drainage district, besides plan 
ning improvements to the Chickahom- 
|iny River for the banefit of its low- 
lands, 

The drainage experts of the depart- 
ment have just made a survey of a 
district along the Potomac: at Poole- 
ville, Md., comprising ubont 2,000 ao- 
res of overflowed lands. The report 
when submitted will show that this 
lund can be drained at a reasonahle 
cost if a number uf landowners, mu- 
tually interested, will combine to 
work out the main drainage channels.

Way In Which Magazines May Be 
Preserved In ‘Permanent Form. 
With the ald of a little common 
sense and some very ordinary tools 
and materials, such as paste and 
brush, glue, brown holland or cre- 
tonne, or colored linen, or black calico, 
some large and long sewing needles, 
and 


made even of those that have 
passed their prime. 

Place the cardboard on the table, 
outer side uppermost, and rule off with 
a pencil the space that is to be al- 
lowed down the center for the back, or 
hinges, of the volume. This must be 
done wiht careful measurement, so 
that it is quite true and accurate See 
that there is an equal space between 
each line (Diagram 1), and when this 
is done draw a penknife down the pen- 
cilled lines. The knife must only score 
the card, not cut it through. Procure 
a strip of linen, or holland, 13 inches 
deep and two and a half inches wide, 
and, with a mixture of glue and paste, 
stick this over the scored portion of 
the card to strengthen the hinge. Let 
it dry, then turn the superfluous ma-| 
terial at each end over into the inside | 


long | 


“of the cover and paste it down .thor-| 
oughly. Once more leave it to dry, and;

In the meantime prepare the maga- 


zines or book for the binding. | 


Next, take two double sheets of 
plain and moderately thick white pa- 
per. They must be folded like sheets 
of letter-paper, but must be exactly | 
the size of the pages that are to be 
bound. With a small brush run a 
line of paste down the fold and place 
one sheet against the first, the other} 
against the last page of the magazine 
or book to be bound. The use of these | 
fly-leaves will be seen later on. | 

When all the*detalls are dry and 
quite set, thread one of the long, large | 
needles with strong cotton or linen, 
thread, and place the center of the 
middle sheets of the magazine down 
the exact center of the hinge or back 
of the inside of the cover, which at 
this stage will appear as in our sec- 
ond Illustration. 

Make neat, strong stitches, not nec- 
essarlly of very small size, through | 
the middle of all the sheets of the sec- |

tion (see diagram 2). See that the 
needle, after having made the last 
stitch, is outside the binding. Sew in 
all the following sheets in the same 
way, taking them first towards the be- | 
ginning then towards the end of the 
pamphlets. (It will be remembered | 
that a beginning was made in the mid» | 
dle of the numbers.) | 

The material for the 
cover may be made ready. It must 
be cut about two inches larger than | 
the cardboard case in every direction. | 
The best way of measuring is to 


spread the material out on the table | 


and to lay the book open upon it. The 
outer surface of the cardboard cover 
already made should be thinly spread 
with paste. This cement should be 
allowed to get partly dry before the 
linen is laid upon it. This must be 
thoroughly smoothed down with the 
hands and left to dry entirely before 
the raw edges are turned over to the 
wrong side, where the card must be

spread with glue ready to receive. If 
the stitches have not been taken too 
near the top and bottom edges of the 
cover in sewing the loose sheets into 
thelr places the linen can be pushed 
down behind them at the top and bot-

cut away from the hinge, At the cor- 
ners the material must be neatly fold- 
ed in and as much as possible of its 
superfluity removed in order that it 
may set flatly and smoothly (Diagram

Lastly, one of the white pages that 
were added to the magazines before 
the sewing was done must be fastened 
down to each cover by wny of a lining.

According to the argument of Hast- 
ings, counsel, ginger is a drog and 
does not come within the local option 
law which forbids the sale of spiritu 
ous liquor, The Court thought other- 
wise and decided thut where a man 
sold more thau one bottle 1n one day 
to the same mau, thus showing that 
it waa not sold ns à medicine but as a 
beverage, the sale of ginger war un 
lawful. 

The decision will affect handreds of 
druggists who have been selliug large 
quantities of ginger ever sincs Sussex 
county went dry.  Uuder the decision 
n number cf druggists and storekeep 
ers will be indicted. A number of 
the merchants got together aud decid- 
ed to appeal the vase, claiming that 
the United States Government puts 
Jamaica ginger on the approved list 
of drugs and compels no payment of a 
license for the sule.

THE CHRIST 
TOUCH 


By Rev. WILLIAM S. JACKSON, 
Pastor Prospect Avenue M. N. 
ohurch, Brooklyn. 


The sin, the sorrow, the suffering, 
the needs of this world, are'an up- 
pointed finger toward n God who can 
supply. 'God's answer to that mute 
appeal is a curing, forgiving touch. 
What a wonderful power there is in 
the human touch! This world needs 
more of that sympathetic touch of the 
human hand. But, oh, how men need 
the touch of God on their lives! One 
of the most tender undercurrents of 
thought In the gospel narrative is the 
impulsive way the distressed and dis- 
eased of the day came to God's Son, 
as though drawn by some irresistible 
instinct. Over and over again it is 
sald that Jesus touched the afflicted 
one, and the deafness departed, the 
eyes were opened or the fever was 
cured. 

You recall that after Jesus had 
preached that message, which was so 
grent that it has always been called 
the Sermon on the Mount, as he came 
down to the plain there hurried up to 
him a leper, who, breaking all sani- 
tary laws, kneeled down before him 
and cried, “Lord, if thou wilt thou 
canst make me clean.” There was no 
doubt in the mind of the poor fellow 
that a prophet who could do such 
things and preach such sermons could 
cure leprosy. The doubt, if any there 
was, concerned only Christ’s willing: 
ness. Instantly Jesus dismissed all 
his fears by gently laying his hand on 
the poor wretch and saying tenderly: 
“I will. Be thou clean." And the cure 
was immediate and complete. 

On one of the Lord’s long journeys 
he had reached a point far beyond 
the limits of Jewish territory where 
it might be expected his fame had not 
gone, but the people brought to Christ 
one who was deaf and afflicted in 
speech. This man was led aside from 
the multitude to Jesus, who, placing 
his fingers to the man’s ears and 
touching his tongue, brought power 
to those useless organs. The harsh- 
est noises must have been sympho- 
nies to those ears long closed, and I can 
imagine that loosened tongue never 
tired of telling of the wonderful Sav- 
four. The divine cannot come into 
contact with the human without pro- 
found results. If God has touched 
your life the whole world will know 
it. All profound changes in the world 
are through contact—the contact of 
that which is dead with that which ia 
ful of life. Our dead, inert, fruitless 
lives cannot come into contact with 
the life of God without there being 
most. profound transformations. 

Oh, what faith we come to have !n 
the power of Christ's hand! We are 
like the ruler who came and said 
with confidant faith, “My daughter 
is even now dead, but come and lay 
thy hand upon her and she shall live.” 
Oh, for a faith like that! There was 
only one result possible. Jesus went 
to the house and room where the life- 
less maiden lay, took her by the hand, 
and she arose. The power of God 
is unbounded. At his word the dead 
shall live. Not in our time or in our 
way, but at his good pleasure, our lost 
ones will be restored. “I am the resur- 
rection and the life. He that believeth 
in me, though he were dead, yet shall 
he live.” The touch of God means 
life. The touch of Christ sets in 
motion all the activities of a Chris. 
tian life. 

We need the touch of Christ upon 
our lives not only in the great crises 
to cleanse the stain of sin, relieve our 
sorrow and sustain life, but we need 
that hand upon us in everyday life 
when we are fearful and overcome 
with anxiety.

This has been the comment upon 
the problem of savants, since history 
began, by Dr. Albrecht Kossel, pto- 
fessor of physiology and direotor of 
the Physiological Institute of Heidel- 
berg University, who arrived in Bal-

at Johns Hopkins Medioal School. 
Professor and Mrs. Kossel are stopping | ga) 
at the home of Dr. J. Whitridge Will. 
iams, 1128 Cathedral Street. 
With the modesty of a man great in 
the world of science, Professor Kossel 
| discussed his research work in bio- 
chemistry, for which he was awarded 
tha Nobel Medical prize in 1910. This 
work, in the last few years, lias been 
ohiefly in studying the chemical con. 


stitaents of proteins, as applied. to bi. P 


ology. Considering carefully the ques. 
tion as to the application of his dis- 
|eoverles to the living tissues of the 
human bady, he hesitated long enough 
to trauslate hia thoughta Into English, 
then answered with the cautious ex. 
actness of the man of sciance. 


Proteins, Then Tissues. 

** Proteins," he said slowly, enter 
largely into the composition of the 
tlxaues of animal organisme, and if 
we learn all that oan be learned in 
regard to them we will have built ap 
a stepping stone toward the ultimate 
problem. Whether tbe mind of man 
will ever be big enough to grasp that, 
Ido not know. That is of the future. 
Bat still, Ido not say that it is an 
impossibility.’’ 

The patience implied in hie words 
and manner was that of the soholar 
who is content to work, constructively 
without demanding to see the ead of |™ 
his endeavor. 


How His Work Began, 

„At firet,’’ he continued, I began 
my research work into the chemical 
constituenta of the cella of tissues, 
both animal and vegetable. This 
gradually narrowed down to the study 
of proteins. a study which has been 
made by scientists for more than a 
In about the seventies there 
was a pause and the work dropped off ; 
then, in the nineties, the program 
was resumed, and with the knowledge 
gained from the scientists of tho past 
| we have been able to make a wonaer- 
| ful advanoe. 

"We know already about twenty 
fahnen compounds going to muke up 
varions proteins, but the different pro- 
| teina have different constituents, 20 
| there is more yet to learn. 

Altbongh this is Professor Kossel's 
firat viais to Amerion, his fame bas 
preceded him, and many scientists of 
this country are conversant with the 
discoveries which have brought him 
general recognition in his home land. 
He has been connected with Heidel- 
berg, he said, for the last decade or 
more, and it’s here, he added paren- 
thetically, that he met Dr. Williams. 

Knows Hopkins Record. 

“I arrived in this country,'' he said 
„on August the 21s and will sail for 
Germany on Ootober the 34th. Yes, it 
is my first visit, but I am well ac. 
quainted with the reoord of Johns 
Hopkins and, as are most of us at 
Heidelberg, with shat of Dr. William 
H. Welch. 

"Sinoa my arrival I bavo been moat 
impressed with tbe advance of science 
in this country and the standing of 
your universities. I hardly expected 
it, ne added naively. 


Praises United States Cities 

Professor Kossel, who is » man still 
in the prime of life, was enthuslastio 
in his praise of New York and Wash- 
ington. The capital he compured with 
Berlin and Vienna, commenting npon 
ite beauty. He has not made the ao- 
quaintance of raltimore, bas hopes to 
wee the principal points of interest in 
that city before he sails.

Dairymen Of This City Have Advanced Milk 
One Cent A Quart. 


The housewife in Salisbury had an- 


. other trial last Monday when notice 


was served on ber that in the future 
she would pay nine cenis per quart for 
milk instead of the old price of eight 
cents. M. Elmer Bassett waa the lust 
dairyman to advance his price. The 
other routes had been getting aine 
cents for several weeks, but Mr. Bas. 
satt refased to raise his price until he 
was practically forced to do so. He 
does nnt keep his own cows but buys 
his milk. 

A This is the highest price which bas 
ever been obarged for milk in this 
city It i» one cent moro than is 
charged for milk ın Baltimore city, 
were the milk is thoroughly sanitary 
and has to pass the inspection of the 
State Board every week. The dairy- 
men say they cannot afford to furnish 
milk for less on aooonnt of the high 
prices of feed and labor, but other 
towns and cities near Salisbury are 
getting milk at the old prices. 

It is said that a movement will be 
started among the  housebolders to 
have the milk analysed by the State 
Ohemist every week to insure a pete 
fect article as the prices now charged 
are excessive and if they are forced tu 


pay these prices they propose to- ce Asse 


that thuy are served perfectly pure 
milk. The penalty for serving adul- 
torated milk is rather severe iu Mary- 
lavd. The milk served in Salisbury 
ia thought to be fairly good, how- 
ever.
